Bok has emphatically reiterated his 
refusal to serve as president of the 
Sesquicentennial Exhibition Associa­ 
tion, to which office he was elected 
last Monday against his will by tht 
directors of the 
association.

Bok’s opinion is that management ot 
the Sesquicentennial Exhibition should 
be vested in a 
“board of 
workers” 
composed of a hundred upstanding 
young men, who would be guided by 
the advice 
of “an 
advisory board” 
composed of the older members of 
the present board of directors. 
Announcement that 
Mr. Bok had 
finally and conclusively refused to 
serve as president of the association 
was given in a formal statement that 
was issued yesterday afternoon at 
his office in the Academy of Music. 
This statement, which is addressed 
to the people of Philadelphia, 
was 
written and dispatched by Mr. Bolt 
last Wednesday 
from his 
summer 
home in Maine and reached this city 
yesterday. 
Besides 
repeating

determination not to accept the presi­ 
dency, Mr. 
Bok ventured to

some frank, hut friendly, criticism 
of the association.
